The story of the Mulligan lettern is
briefly told. They were letiers writlen
by Mr. Blaine to Mr. Fisher oonoern~
fug land - grant rallroad  stocks mod
bouds, avd they were held, with Fisher's
?innum. by his bookkeeper, Jamos Mul-

gan,

In 1876 Morton, Conkling and Dlaine
were candidates for the Republioan nomi-
vation with the ohavces thres to two in
Favor of tilaine agalost the lield,  Morton,
to kill Blnine, started n oumboer of rail-
road iovestigations in the (Demooratic)
House which brought out damaging
charges nguinst the speaker. The Demo-
orats had vothiog to do with the Republi
onn family goariel at Orst, and  permitted
the Kepublivavs to fght it out among
themselves, After having beeu for four
weeks undor fire, Blaino made n personal
statement to tho hbouse which was n
geoeral denial, and for four weeoks more
the investigation dragged on, Domoorats
taking little or no interest in it

May 30 the sub judiciary coramittes
(iustigated thereto by Bevator Morton)
tummoued Warren Fisher, ji, of Hoston,
a contractor for building 1he Fort Bmith
& Littlo Rock rallvond, who #old out his
coutraot to Josiah Caldwell (and dido’t
uet the money), and James Mulligan, of
Boston, treasurer of the Globe theatre,
who bad been Mr, Fisher's bookkeeper.
Fisher aud Blaioe bad had close business
relatious for mavy years, These witnessos
were called to testify in relation to certaln
bouds and stocks alleged to have been
sold or given to Mr. Blaine, aod partioular
ly in regard to a #64,000 bind Tom Scott
had exohanged for Northern Pac'tia bonds
for Mr. Binsine. They were very uuwill
ing witnessen, Mulligan admitted the
#ale of Fort Smith boods to Blaine and
various sales aond transfers, but koew
nothiog materinl, Fisher wimitted sell
ing varions blooks of stook to Mr, Dlasiuve,
but denied giving him $150 000 la bouds
without a consideration. Mullignn was
ordered to appear bofore tho commitivo

tha effect at Cineinnats would be favorable
to Mr. Blaive if by to morrow or Tuesday
it shall appear that the attack is not seri-
ously alarming."’

So rapid was his recovery whon Gen,
Plaisted, of Maine, ealled on him Tuesday,
he found him sittiog up, sorrounded by
bis family, rending dispatoies from Cin-
cinpati, and Tuesday night Mr. Blaine
wiegraphed to Mr. Hale, his ul,’uunt,
that ho was * entirely convalesoent.'’

The eflect was favorable, but not sufli
aiently favorably for Blaine to recover all
that ho had lost by tho disclosures. He
led from the start tothe seventh ballot,
and was at the last defeated by Beontor
Morton making a combinativn of all the
opposing elements in favor of R.B. Hayes,
who recolved 384 votes (four over a major-
ity) to Blaine's 851 and Bristow’s 21,
